YELLOWTTONE NATIONAL PARK, Oct. 


10.—As many readers of the TRIBUNE an- 
ticipate a trip to this wonderland before 
many seasons perhaps a description of 
our journey might be of interest. 
We 


left Bismarck Monday, August 29, on the 
North Pacific Railroad for Glendive. The 
country between the Missouri and Yel- 
lowstone rivers along the railroad has 
many attractive features. The Hart river 
valley through which the road runs is a 
fine farming country and soon fields of 
golden grain will- be BS numerous as 
along the Dakola division, between Bis 
marck and Red river. Our ride through 
the Bad Lands on the Little Missouri, al- 
though too rapid for inspection, was in- 
tensely interesting. 
From a beautiful 


roiling prairie one is suddenly brought 
in 
contact with a region apparently 


worthless, but a paradise for the geologist, 
tourist and hunter. The remark a promi- 
nent general made upon his first visit Ho 
this place. "Hell with the fires out" de- 
scribes it far better than I will attempt. 
Huge petrified stumps, pictured rocks, 
burning coal veins, canyons and buttes, 
greet tho eye in every direction. Foi 
twenty miles we rode through this inter- 
esting country.' Between the Bud Lands 
and where the road first touches Glendive 
creek, another fine section of farming 
land was passed. 
Regarding the name 


Bad Lands we were informed that .the In- 
dians named tliat region, as it was nearly 
impassable; not that the land was bad, 
simply bad traveling. In the valleys of 
the Bad Lands fine pasturage is found 
and Montana bunch aad buffalo grass 
abounds. The hills afford protection for 
game in winter. For twenty miles or so 
the road passes down Glendive creek 
which empties into 
the 
Yellowstone

THE CITY OF OLENDIVK. 


We found Glendive a bustling little 


city situated at the end of the Missouri 
and beginning of the Yellowstone di- 
visions of the North Pacific Railroad 
Hotel sleres and business places fill the 
Main stree* and more business than any- 
thing else. We visited the railroad sup- 
ply store of Kurtz & Brims, who furnish 
contractors on the Yellowstone division 
with all articles needed in building the 
road, save iron and ties. We saw an in- 
voice of ucar of canned goods shipped 
direct from California to Messrs Kurtz 
& Bruus. Their banking house and store 
exhibit signs of activity, while the local 
manager of business, Mr. T. C. Kurtz, 
thoroughly 
understands each branch, 


we left Gleudive at 8 o'clock p. in., for 
Miles City, 90 miles tap the river on a 
Concord couch arriving at Miles City, at 
4 o'lock p. m. the following day. 
Miles 


City 
is 
situated 
at 
the 
junc- 


tion of the Tourge and Yellowstone 
rivers surrounded by a fine larming and 
grazing country. Across the 
Yellow- 


stone several buffalo ranges are located, 
and immense herds ot buffalo roam over 
the prairies within twenty miles of the 
river. The killing of buffalo for the robes 
constitutes, at present, a large j onion of 
the busineb of Miles City. Merchants 
outfit men in the fall with guns, provis- 
ions, etc, taking their pay in 


ROBES AMD HIDES. 


Over sixty-five thousand buffalo hides 


were shipped from Miles' City last spring 
by boats and rail from Glendive. The 
anticipation of the railroad at an early 
day has infused a boom in leal estate, and 
business. A daily line of stages leave 
Miles City tor Bozeman 330 miles further 
up the Yellowstone. , Fort 
Keogh, a 


prominent military post, is situated across 
Tongue river from Miles City. 


At 7 p- m. we took the stage for Boze 


man crossing the Yellowstone to the 


north side. We traveled nearly 200 miles 
on the north side until we reached a place 
called Junction City. We then crossed 
over on the south side for a distance of 
twenty or twenty-five miles, returning at 
Coulson and continuing on the north un 
til we reached Bozeman. The ride from 
Miles City to Bozeman was made m sev- 
enty-two hours of constant travel. We 
obtained meals on the stage road at farm- 
ers ronches, and excellent meals they 
weie, too. Perhaps the invigorating at- 
mosphere ot Montana assisted. The valley 
of the Yellowstone varies in width from 
four to ten miles and from appearances is 
an excellent farming country, it has evi- 
dently been a favorite place for the buf- 
falo. The south side ol the Yellowstone 
for 200 miles is the Crow Indian reserva- 
tion. Their presence will greatly retard 
settlement on the north side, as they are 
constantly crossing after buffalo and other 
game. We passed over 300 Indians who\ 
had just crossed over and were after the 
buffalo. The Crows arc considered friend- 
ly, but people do not care to have their 
windows darkened by a blanket with a 
red skin beneath it. When the railroad is 
extended up the valley, all Indian diffi- 
culties will undoubtedly be removed. 
When within twenty miles of Bozeman 
we left ttie Yellowstone and went over the 
divide. Bozeman is beautifully situated 
«n the west slope of a spur of the Rocky 
mountains within eighty-five miles of the 
park. We outfitted at Bozeman with rid- 
ing ponies, provisions, etc., and three days 
travel found us at the

park and in Wyoming territory. 
Near 


the Hot Springs is s'tuated Superintend 
ent Norris' headquarters, and a few other 
buildings of rude structure. 
The mam- 


moth hot surings are noted for their terrace 
building qualities. 
Wherever the water 


runs a deposit is lett and articles hung 
for a few days in these springs arc beau- 
tifully coated with a crystal white de- 
posit. Good place for a pill factor}'! Lib- 
erty cap an extinct geyser cone stands at 
the fool of the terrace, while the Devil's 
Thumb, a similar formation, is midway 
up the hill. 
At the foot of the Devil's 


Thumb are two springs, one boiling hot, 
while within a foot or so is one ice cold, 
both finally running together. Some rude 
bath houses arc at the springs, but one 
must know the proper time to bathe or 
the effect is injurious. Some report great 
cures, while others complain of a bad 
effect. 
The mammoth hot springs, like 


the geysers and other springs, we found 
were very interesting, and kow the Avater 
was boated, whether by chemical action 
or internal fires, was afpuzzling question. 
From the mammoth hot springs we started 
for 


THE OEYSER COUNTRY. 


The supei intendent of the park has built 
a very good wagon road to the most 
prominent places in the park, with, trails 
leading off. W<; first came to the Norris 
geyser baisn, twenty-five or thirty nailes 
from the springs, our guide informed us 
that two yeais agotijis basin was of little 
importance, but is now rapidly changing 
for the better, but does not compare with 
those 
farther on. 
In reaching the 


Fire Hole river we passed 
tlirougli 


the Gibbon canyon for a mile or so 
At the lower end of the canyon is Gibbon 
falls. 
We took the trail leading off the 


main road and inspected them, leturning 
very much pleased for tl^e tramp. 
The 


falls do not drop perpendicular like many 
falls, but stream'over a black rock eighty 
or 100 feet high, at an angle o( twenty or 
twenty-five degiees. 
This peculiarity 


makes them attractive. A few miles fur- 
ther on wo came to the lower geyser 
basin. Some three miles further up the 
Fire Hole river is 


HELL'S HALF ACRE, 


a large hole in the ground filled^with 
boiling mud. 
While in the upper basin 


it went ofl. 
From a gentleman who wit- 


nessed it we learned that it was a grand 
sight. 
Huge rocks, mud and hot water 


were hurled many feet in the air, and 
continued several hours. 
Our nexi camp 


was made in the upper geyser basin. 
Very soon after arriving old Faithful 
spurted forth, and a grand sight it was. 
A solid column of water was hurled 200 
feet in the air,, and a column of steam 
ascended much higher. In exactly, sixty- 
three minutes by the watch the same per- 
formance was repeated, and continued 
with the same regularity during our stay. 
About 9 p. m. we were aroused by a ter- 
rible rumbling sound, which fairly shook 
the eaitb. 
Suddenly the Grand, one of' 


the largest geysers in the basin, peeled 
forth. 
It being night we eould not see 


it to advantage—oa?y a large stream of 


hoi water, ten or twelve feet in diameter, 
shooting up several hundred feet. One 
must see these sights to enjoy them. 


Directly across the- river 
from our 


camp is located the Bee Hive geyser. At 
4 p. m. the following day ire witnessed 
its performance. The Bee Hive does not 
made any 
demonstration previous to 


spouting, for suddenly a

six feet ia diameter is thrown two to 
three hundred feet, and held up for five 
or ten minutes. We enjoyed the Bee 
Hive fully as much as any. The col- 
umn of water is unbroken resembling a 
mammoth fountain 
Immediately after 


one can look down the cone for fifty feet 
below the surlx.ce. It gradually fills with 
water until the crisis. The Castle, Giant 
and Giantess, Gretto, Fan, Riverside, 
Comet and Lioness are all powerful gev- 
sors, but of course, perform similar to the 
rest. Old Faithful is remarkable for its 
regularity. The others seem somewhat 
regular but at longer intervals. We vis- 
ited Queen's Laundry, a spring of soft 
hot water, which is all thename imples. 
The geyser water is very hard and unfit 
for washing. The Paint P«t is a large 
bubbling pond of all colored mud situated 
in the lower geyser basin. There are a 
thousand curiosities in the geyser basins. 
but one tires before visiting them all. 
Tourists from ^all parts of the world visit 
this region, and declare it to be the most 
remarkable place in existence. S[celand 
has a geyser, but no country has the\num- 
ber found in the Yellowstone national 
park. We left the geysers legretting our 
stay so limited. 


YELLOWSTONE LAKE, 


thirty-two miles to the east, we 
next1 


visited. This lake is remarkable for its 
altitude, 8,000 feet above sea level, beiug 
the largest body ot water at that height. 
The lake has a fine gravel shoie, is dotted 
with islands and filled with the famous 
Yellowstone tiout. For two days we 
camped on the banks of the lake enjoy- 
ing fishing and hunting, as ducks and 
geeso are 
very numerous. From the 


lake we went to the falls aad canyon, 
eighteen miles down the river. The up- 
per lalls 180 feet, were wisited first. One 
mile below is the lower falls, 360 feet, un- 
doubtedly the most picturesque place iu 
the west. Ten miles below is the Grand 
Canyon 
Standing as we did on Point 


Lookout viewing the fail to oort left and 
beneath us, while the river looked like a 
silver thread rushing madly along.words 
cannot 
express 
our 
feelings.

canyon excel Is. 
The 
depth of

the'canyon will avarage 2,000 feet. 
The 


w^lls are composed of rock chiefly, and of 
every imaginable color. When lit up by 
the sun's rays the scene ischarmina:. Mid- 
way down the north side is a pin.\cles<»me 
200 feet high. Its top contains an eagle's 
nest, which lias been inhabited yearly 
since first discovered. 
Ssveral of our 


party attempted to reach the bottom of 
the canyon. They descended about one- 
half the way, when a perpendicular wall 
500 or 600 feet prevented further travel: 


A HAPPY MEETING. 


During the second day we were at the 


falls another party came and joined our 
camp. Among thesi wa< a photographer, 
whose card announced him as the official 
photographer of the North Pacific rail- 
road, Mr. F. Jay Haynes, of Fargo, D. T. 
We learned from Mr. Haynes that he was 
direct from the geyser basin, having made 
many flue pictures of that wonderful 
place 
Desiring to be immortalized and 


preferring the Grand canyon to aay place 
in the park,. I consented to assist Mr. 
Haynes while photographing the canyon, 
and improved the opportunity by strikiug 
an attitude before the machine. 
For two 


days we tramped up and down the can- 
yon, 
observing it from every artistic 


point. 
The day we intended to break 


a raging northwestern snow storm com- 
menced. 
Not wishing to travel in a 


storm, we decided to remain. The storm 
continued three days, and about ten 
inches 
of 
snow 
fell, 
followed 


by very cold weather. The thermometer 
indicated four decrees below zero.. 
At 


this altitude, (8,000 feet,) a SHOW storm in 
September is a 
frequent 
occurrence. 


When we reached Tower Falls tome 
eighteen miles below the Great Falls, the 
snow had nearly disappeared. 
Tower 


Falls is situated on Tower Creek a short 
distance from where the Creek empties 
into the Yellowstone. Tower Creefc is a 
rapid mountain stream filled with trout 
and surrounded by picturesque scenery. 
A drop ot 150 feet perpendicular consti- 
tutes the lalls, with Towee extending 
eighty or one hundred feet above the top 
of the falls. Leaving the falls oa the j 
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southern trail we soon came on to the 
Clarks Fork trail leading from the

to the Clark Forks mines. 
We passed a 


large pack train bound for the mines 
with provisions for winter. We under- 
staid some twenty miners are represent- 
ing claims,thetehaving,as the miners say, 
"struck it rich." 
Clarks Forks being 


located OH the Crow Indian reservation, a 
rapid development of the mines cannot 
be expected. Negotiations for a treaty 
are pending, and if settled 
satisfactorily, 


the liveliest mining camp on record ia 
expected here. 
Fifteen 
miles travel 


brought us to the east fork of Gardners 
river. The Cascades and falls were vis- 
ited and their grandeur adds another in- 
teresting point to the Yellowstone Park. 
Three days' travel passing the Mam- 
moth Hot Springs found us at Bozemaa, 
after an absence of thirty-five days. 


As the railroad extends up the Yellow- 


stone valley shoilening the tedious stage 
ride, tke number of tourists to this won- 
derland will rapidly .increase. 
A few 


weeks of recreation among these grand 
sights, will certainly 
repay 
anyone. 


Wishing to visit an Indian agency I ac- 
cepted the kind invitation of Major Kel- 
ler and took the stage for the Crow In 
dian Agency. We left the stage at Still- 
water, ninety miles down the Yellow- 
stone- for Bozeman, crossed the river and 
rode in an ambulance fifteen miles up 
the Still water river to the agency, which 
is beautifully situated in the valley of the 
Rose Bud Creek, a branch of the Still- 
water. Major Keller undoubtedly has 
the confidence of the Crow Indians, who 
are comfortably living around the agency 
in houses and tepees. 
Although it re- 


quiies years of constant work and pa- 
tience to enlighten the Indian on farming, 
they have accomplished much in this 
direction. The Crow Indians are rich in 
ponies and lands. Messrs. Barstow, Judd 
and Dr. Willard associates with Major 
Keller, are all gentlemen rarely found in 
as a secluded a spot as the Crow Indian 
reservation. 
I will write more from 


Bozoman this winter.

The 
primary object—an agreement by all nations 
to establish the relative values of gold and 
silver—was not attained, bnt so great an 
undertaking could not be accomplished in 
a day. In course of time, he said, he had 
no doubt that the United States' view of 
the subject would be adopted by European 
nations, including England, which suffers 
most by tne present system, and which is 
daily coming to see her mistake. It was 
claim :d by some that variations in the rel- 
ative amounts of gold and silver produced 
would afloat their relative values in spite of 
the agreement, bnt the arguments were 
against those holding that view.

young men to risk their money on what 
they simply think they know all about, as 
some people, who have recently been deal- 
ing in Chicago margins, know to their sor- 
row. 


Fifteen years ago a man named Darfej, 


with his wife and family, left a good farm 
IB New York for the oil regions of Penn- 
sylvania. In order to have a home to go to 
in case of failure in his speculations, Dat- 
ley rented bis farm. 


The first thing he tried in the way of 


speculation was to take a quarter interest 
in an oil well, and he sunk a large share of 
his money. Then he thought he would go 
to a new town and grow up with it. bnt he 
had scarcely arrived before it was aban- 
doned. Finally he got hold of a lot of 
land, and it panned out so well that when 
tbe oil boom struck them it was away up. 
While the excitement lasted his land was 
worth untold millions, and he was pointed 
oat as a millionaire. Hi&wife bought an 
immense trouseau and got ready to go to 
Europe. He himself thought of founding 
a college, and wab getting ready to run for 
congress, when all at once the oil fever 
broke out in a new place, and he was left 
as poor as before. 


After that every place he struck seemed to 


wither and die. Bnt assisted by his wife, 
he kept up his spirits for fifteen years, 
until a few weeks ago he gave up speculat- 
ing and is now trying to earn MR living by 
work. To the young men who hang around 
the oil centers he one day said: If some 
of you fellows would stop right here and 
go back to the farm or to the mill, or 
wherever you came from, you will be bet- 
ter off ten years from now by a long ways."

Baity the mustang which carried him be- 
yond the charmed circle of Chinese. He 
never renewed his allegiance there. It was 
a clean loss of at least a thousand dollars 
yearly to the camp. 


There seemed a mysterious affinity be- 


tween this man and goldl He was sure to 
strike something in bis range of the river 
and bank diggings a rich deposit once in 
two years.

This would be Baity, ar- 
rived at the afternoon stage in his cups, 
when he was desirous of fraternizing with 
everybody. When the domestic whisky was 
exhausted, when the Chinese in the vicinity 
would no longer hospitably offer their tea- 
bowls of "blandy," Baity, half-ciazed with 
thirst for stimulant, wsnld go home, disci- 
pline by degrees bia stomach to its natural 
food, and restore, diy by day, the steadi- 
ness of his nerves. In a week he was at 
work. In a few months some overlooked 
spot on the flat, or bar, some riffle, un- 
touched for years, on which the fine "drift- 
gold" had been constantly accumulating, 


panned out" richly for Baity; and industry 
aad sobriety stood by and cursed. 


Baity was the principal owner in the Gen- 
oa!

But.Balty was in earnest. He bought a 
team of mustangs and a rickety buggy. 
Gotham opened his eyes. Bilty had cer- 
tain ideas as to the style in which opulence 
should travel. 
He dashed around the 


country for a few days. Every grogery re- 
ceived a new financial impetus. 
People 


wondered how soon the team would run 
away and the buggy become a wreck. They 
wondered and waited in vain.

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A Railway in the Tree Tops.

It may not be known outside of the 


neighborhood where it is situated but it is 
nevertheless a fact that in Sonona coun- 
ty (Cal.) we have an original and success- 
ful piece of nilroad engineering and buil- 
ding that is not to be found in the books. 
In the upper part of this country, near the 
coast, may be seen an actual roadbed in 
the tree tops. Between the Clipper mills 
and Studart's Point, where the road crosses 
a deep ravine, the trees are sawed off on a 
level, and the timber and ties laid on the 
stumps. In the center of the ravine men- 
tioned, two large redwool trees, standing 
side 'by side, form a substantial support, 
and they are cut off seventy-five feet apove 
the ground, and cars loaded with heavy 
saw logs pass over them with as much se- 
curity as if it were framed in the most sci- 
entific manner. "Allroads lead to Rome," 
except this one. The builders never con- 
templated a terminus at San Francisco, 


Petnlma or Chicago, but merely to convey 
aeavy timbers from their woods? to their 
mill. There are many places in ottered 
wood forests where this example might be 
Followed profitably, as it would b« cheaper 
to grade through with a cross-cut saw and 
lay the ties hn the stumps than to remove 
the trees. We can boast of a broad-gauge, 
a narrow-gauge, and a road in the tree tops 
—yet we are not at all happy.

This, of course, refers to the Prin- 
cess Pocabontas, or Matoax—which was 
her real name—one of the numerous family 
of Powliatan, the Indian "emperor of Vir- 
ginia," vho saved the life of'the doughty 
Capt. 
Fobn Smith, married John—not 
" Thorn la"—Rolfe, and for the yeai preced- 
ing hei death was the sensation of the 
English court. It now turns out that so 
far from being the innccent young barba- 
rian of the novelist, she was an impish and 
not verV well behaved little eqnaw well- 
known In the court-yard of the English fort 
at Jamestown.

Honey Cheap in the West. 


From the Indianapolis Times. 


One of the best informed baak presi- 


dents of this city, in conversation with « 
Times reporter yesterday, stated as a re- 
markable fast that now. for the first time in 
many years, money is as low in the western 
states as in the financial centers of the east. 
It is loaned in New York at 6 per cent., 
with a commission of one-sixteenth and a 
fraction higher per day fer carrying, while 
in Cincinnati loans are made at 5 per cent., 
and in this city at 6 per cent., at the same 
time that higher rates are prevailing in the 
east. This is partly due, he thought, to 
the large investments hi railroad stocks and 
securities of all kinds which have been 
made in the Eastern cities, but another 
reason is the wealth of the country, the 
great bulk of tT>e surplus money, is to be 
found west of tin Alleghanies. There is 
at the present time, and probably will be 
for the future, more money from Chicago 
to the Pacific than there is between Chicago • 
and the Atlantic. The Western people are 
now in better shape, have less borrowed 
money, and more of them have a little sur- 
plus than ever before; and tho deposits in 
the West are increasing faster than they do., 
in the East in a legitimate way.

The prevalence of the vice of profanity 


in our country is really alarming. 
Ladies 


on public highways and in public convey- 
ances, are subjected to having their sensi- 
bilities shocked by it to an extent that is 
painful in the extteme. 


In like manner, children and youths are 


made liable to having their souls scarred by 
oaths flying around them which are literally 
darts of the devil. Damage may often thus 
be done to the jewels of the homes of our 
country, compared to which the loss sus- 
tained by the parents of Charlie Ross will 
one day be seen to have been slight. A 
contagion may thus take effect which bad 
far better been small-pox or scarlatmi! 


Remedy of this evil seems difficult. Ap- 


plication of the civil law, which in most 
states makes swearing a finable offense, 
seems usually to be inadvisable. It is a 
good rul«, however, that "nothiHg will be 
done unless somebody trios " The press, 
Jjoth secular and religious, should in the 
future, even more than in the past, call at- 
tention to this fact. 
Profanity is against 


the laws of tke land, and against the laws 
of good society. Therefore those who find 
themselves practicing it have cause to in- 
quire if they can do so and yet consider 
themselves good citizens, or even entitled 
to be called gentlemen. 


We know good men wb6 have seen so 


much of the worH that their ears have be- 
come dull to this horrible vice. Though 
disapproving it, they hardly notice it when 
only casually hearing it. To us, however, 
it is always and only a pain to which we 
are keenly alive. We have almost a sicken- 
ing rern exuberance of hearing Turkish boat- 
men swearing at each other in English as 
their swift crafts passed each other, cutting 
the waters of the Bay of Alexandria. 


A friend of ours once succeeded in so 


preventing this point of its being painful to 
him and to others to a stage passenger who 
had been torturing them by his profanity, 
that the offender offered a public and 
hearty apology to all present. 


We have often spoken kindly and in 


quiet tones to those who were swearing. 
Almost without exception, they have re- 
ceived the reproof in the same spirit in 
which it was given. The whispered words. 
"Skip the hard words, please," coupled 
with a kindly, quiet glance of the eye, has 
almodt always conquered. We have had 
this experience among rough men, and 
sometimes in wild, dangerous places. It 
has thus also been the entering vedge 
almost as often of a word or two of invita- 
tion to join ns in the journey to the better 
land. 


Among the cas^s of the latter kind which 


we have in mind was that of a stage-driver 
on tne frontier. We sat beside him on the 
high seat. The twilight was rapidly deep- 
ening. Dark clouds, incessantly cut by vi- 
vid lightning, were rolling up, and peals of 
such magnificent thunder as is seldom 
heard except in the far west, were reverber- 
ating in the air, Tho driver was a kind- 
hearted sociable follow, but there was an 
intensity and frequency of his utterance of 
oaths positively unique. We might say, 
he had a genius forswearing, he was so en- 
thusiastically profane. Our admiration of 
horses, especially of his splendid "four-in- 
hand," was genuine, and won the way to 
his heart. We finally asked him, in, an 
easy, off-hand way, to please oblige ds by 
skipping the hard words. He promptly 
both thanked us and made an apologv, cor- 
dially volunteering the admission "that it 
was all wrong. Ha was then ready for talk 
about mother, home, and heaven. 
He 


promised to use a Bible his mother had 
given him on his leaving hotae, and to at- 
tend religious instead ot bar-room servi- 
ces; also to read any good papers we should 
send him. We took his address, and af- 
terwards mailed him reading matter, which 
we hope has cultivated the good sjed sown 


Another case was in a crowded street-car 


in Philadelphia en loute to the great cen- 
tennial exposition. The profanity of one 
of the passengers, who was consider- 
ably under the influence of liquor, was so 
terrible and unwholesome as to cause expres- 
sions of pain on the faces of ail the ladies 
wfchin earshot. Words of disapprobation 
were heard also from both ladies and gen- 
tlemen. Some of the latter said— sotlo 
voce—"he ought to be put out of the car." 
He looked, however, like a man to make 
violent work if that wore attempted. Soon 
a companion of his expressed a wish, which 
we overheard, to know ihe time of day. We 
promptly consulted ihe watch, and gave 
the desired information. This opened the 
way 1'or a pleasant word with both parties. 
Then, leaning over, we whispered in Ihe 
ear of the troublesome one, to know if a 
favor might be asked without giving of- 
fense. That granted, the request was made 
to omit words that gave us pain. 
There 


was not another rough word from that man 
on the trip. He and his associate soon 
followed this act of politeness bv giving 
their seats to ladies who Lad long beea 
standing; and by their listening to sugges- 
tions of how we all may find "wisdoms 
ways" those of plicautness.

The Bridegroom's "Best Man." 


The custom of a bridegroom being at- 


tended on his marriage by a friend or rela- 
tive, who is styled the "best man," so prac- 
tised at weddings in the present day, is of 
great antiquity, descending from our Saxon 
ancestors. In their time marriages were 
always celebrated in the house of the bride- 
groom. On the day before the wedding all 
his friends and relatives, having been in- 
vited, arrived at his house, and spent the 
time in feasting and preparing for the ap- 
proaching ceremony. Next came the bride- 
groom's company, mounted on horseback 
end completely armed, who proceeded in 
great state and order, under command of 
one who was called the forwistamon or the 
foremost man, to receive and conduct the 
bride in safety to the house of her future 
husband. The bride, in her tura was at- 
tended by bjer guardian and other male rel- 
atives, led By a matron who wag called the 
brideswcman, and followed by a company 
of young maidens, who were called brides- 
mauls. The Saxon forewistaman of the 
ninth century is the prototype of the Eag- 
lish "best man" of the nineteenth.

A BULL FIGHT IN SPAIN. 


The Queen Unable to Endure the Spectacle 


—the Interest So Intense that the King 
Rises to His Feet—The Marvelous Courage 
and Dexterity of the Fighters. 
The following description of a bull fight 


in Madrid during the reign of the Italian 
prince called Amadeus is • from a book en 
Spain by Edmunds de Amicis, an Italian, 
who visited the country between 1871-3: 


I entered; the circus is immense. Seen 


•from the exterior, there is nothing notice- 
able about it, for it is around building, very 
low, without windows, and painted yellow; 
but upon entering one experiences a feeling 
of surprise. It is a circus for a nation; it 
holds ten thousand spectators, and a regi- 
ment of cavalry could hold a tournament 
therein. The arena is circular, very large, 
and luust make ten of our equestrian cir- 
cuses; it is surrounded by a modern barrier, 
almost as high as a man's neck, furnished 
on the irside with a small elevation a few 
feet from the ground, upon which the 
toreros place their feet in order to jump 
over it when pursued by the bull. This 
hairier is followed by another higher stall, 
because the bull often leaps the first. § Be- 
tween this and the fiist, which runs around 
the arena, there is a walk, rather more than 
a metre in widtk; in which the toreros 
come and go before the fight, ana where 
stand the servants of the ciicus, the carpen- 
ters ready to repair any damage done by the 
bul|, the guard, orange vender, the dilet- 
tanti, who enjoy the friendship of the im- 
presario, and the great personages who are 
allowed to break through the rules. 
Be- 


yond the second barrier rises tons of stone 
seats; beyond these, boxes; under the boxes 
rises a gallery, occupied by three rows of 
benches. The boxes are large enough to 
hold two or three families each. 
The 
kings box is a great drawing room. 


The circns is very full, and offers a sight 


of which it is impossible, for any one who 
has not seen it, to form an idea. There is 
a sea of heads, hats, fans, and hands mov- 
ing in the air. On the shady side where 
the nicer people are, all is black. On the 
sunny side, where the lower classes are, 
there are a thousand bright colors from 
dresses, parasols and paper fans, making 
it 
look like 
an immense masquerade. 


There is not a place for a child; the crowd 
is as compact as a phalanx; no one can get 
out, and it is with difficulty that an arm can 
be moved. It is not as buzzing a noise 
like that of other theaters; it "is totally dif- 
ferent; it is an agitation, a life quite pecu- 
liar to the circus. Everyone is shouting, 
calling and greeting hisfriends with a fran- 
tic joy. The children and women shriek 
the gravest men behave like the younger 
ones. 


After the king has arrived, without the 


queen, however, for she had a becoming 
horror of the spectacle, the brilliant caval- 
cade of pioadores, toreros and the numer- 
ous assistants in the sport enter the arena, 
and parade before the multitude. When 
most of these except the mounted picadores 
have withdrawn, "the trumpet sounds, the 
door opens, and an enormous bull dashes 
into the arena, a tremendous shout bursts 
at this moment from ten thousand breasts 
to greet him, and the massacre begins." In 
the first stage of the fight theTpoor horses 
are the principal sufferers, and it is just as 
well to pass on to a second less horrible 
encounter. 


After the picadores came the banderill- 


eors. For the. profane, this is the part of 
the spectacle most amusing, because least 
cruel. The banderillas are arrows, two 
palms in length, ornamented with colored 
paper, furnished with a metalio point, made 
in s ach a way that once stuck in the flesh thev 
can not be detached, and the bull, strug- 
gling add shaking himself, only drives them 
further in. The banderillero takes two of 
of these darts, one in each hand, and goes 
and takes his stand about fifteen paces 
from the bull; then raising his arms, and 
shouting, he provokes him to the assault. 
The bull dashes toward him; thebanderillo 
in his turn, runs toward the bull; the hitter 
lowers its head to run its horna into his 
body, and the man plants the banderillas 
in its neck, one here and one there, and 
with a rapid whirl, saves himself. If he 
bends, if his foot slips, if he hesitates an 
instant, he will be pierced like a toad. The 
bull bellows, snorts, leaps and begins fol- 
lowing the capeadores with a terrible fury- 
in a moment all have sprang into the walk- 


thejaenais empty; the wild beaut, with 
toattung nostrils, bloodthirsty eye neck 
Bteeakedwith blood, stamps the ground, 
.struggles, strikes the barrier, demands re- 
venge, wishes to kill, and is thirsting for a 
massacre; no one attempts to confront him- 
the spectators fill the air with cries 


Forvard! courage!" 
The other bonderillo advances, plants 


his arrow, then a third, then once more the 
lirst. 
That day eight were planted; when 
the poor brute felt the last two he uttered a 
longbellew, agonized and horrible, and 
dashed after one of his enemies, followed 
him to the barrier, took the leap with him 
and fell into the walk; the ten thousand 
spectators arose to their feet in an instant 
crying: -'He has killed him!" But theban- 
derillo had escaped. 
The bull ran back- 


ward and forward between the two barriers 
under a shower of blows with sticks and 
fists, until he reached an open door which 
led into the arena; the door was closed be- 
hind as he passed through it. Then all the 
banderillos and all the capeadores dashed 
toward him again; one, passing behind him, 
pulled his tail and disappeared like light- 
ning; another, rushing past him, dropped 
his capa around his horns; a third had the 
audacity to go and take off with one hand 
the little silk ribbon which was attached to 
the mane; a fourth, bolder than all, planted 
a pole in the ground while the bull was run- 
ning, and took a leap passing over htm and 
falling on the other side, throwing the pole 
between the legs of the astonished animal. 
All this was done with the rapidity of ma- 
gicians and the grace of ballet dancers, just 
as if they were playing with a lamb. Mean- 
while the immense crowd made the circus 
resound with laughter, applause, aad cries 
of joy, surprise and terror. 


Another trumpet sounds; the banderil- 


leros nave finished; now comes the espada's 
turn. It is the solnmn moment, the crisis of 
the drama; the crowd becomes silent, the 
ladies lean out of their boxes, the king rises 
to his feet. Frascnelo, holding in one hand 
his sword and the muletta, which is a piece of 
red stuff attached to a little stick, enters the 
arena, presents himself before the royal box, 
rises his cap, and consecrates to the king,in 
pronouncing some poetical phrase, the bull 
which he is going to kill, then throws his 
cap up into the air, as if to say, "I will 
conquer or die!"and, followed by the su- 
berb cortege of capeadores, he moves with 
resolute step toward the bull.

The bull stops and looks at him; he 
ooks at the bull, and waves his red cloth 
before him; the bull dashes under it, the 
espada steps aside, the terrible horns graze 
his hip. hit the cloth, and strike empty 
space. A thunder of applause bursts from

glasses, and.cry:" He has not paled!" Than 
follows a silence; not a voice nor a whisper 
is heard. The audacious torero waves the 
muletta several times before the eyes of 
the infuriated animal, passes it over his 
head, between his horns, around his neck; 
makes him recede, advance, turn, jump, 
provokes attack ten times, and ten times by 
a slight movement escapes death. He lets 
his muletta fall, picks it up under the eyes 
of the bull, laughs in his face, provokes 
him, insults him, and amuses himself. 
Suddenly he stops, puts himself on his 
guard, raises the sword, takes aim; the bull 
looks at him; another instant, and they will 
dash at each other; one of the two must 
die. Ten thousand glances run with the 
rapidity of lightning from the point of the 
sword to the end of the horns; ten thousand 
hearts beat with anxiety and terror; every 
face is motionless; not a breath is heard; 
the immense crowd seem petrified—another 
instant—the moment has arrived! The 
bull dnshes forward; the man raises the 
sword; one single loud cry, followed by a 
burst of tempestuous applause, which 
breaks out on every side;" the swoid has 
been buried up to its hilt in the neck of 
the bull; the bull staggers, and, emitting a 
torrent of blood from its mouth, falls as if 
struck by lightning. The man has conquer- 
ed! Then ensues an indescribable tumult;

All kinds of burns, including scalds and

It must be remembered 
that dry soda will not do, unless it is sur- 
rounded with a cloth moist enough to dis- 
solve it. This method of sprinkling it on 
and covering it with a wet cloth is often the 
very best. But it is sufficient to wash the 
wound repeatedly with a strong solution. 
It would be well to keep a bottle of it al- 
ways on hand, made so strong that more or 
less settles on the bottom.

dulating prairie stretches far away beyond 
the range of vision. 


Here and there comfortable looking 


farm nouses may be seen; our swiftly 
moving train makes them appear to be 
moving also, 
and thus intensifies the 


pleasing illusion that we arc sailing over 
an untroubled sen. 


There is nothing infinitessimal about 


farming operations here; five hundred 
acres is but a 'paich,' and often I would 
notice a furrow of breaking so long-that 
the eye lost the line of fresh earth in the 
far distance. Let some of the hillside 
farmers of New England try to imagine a 
piece of farming so large that one furrow 
around it would be a hard day's work for 
a lively pair ot horses. 


Every ten or fifteen miles all the way 


from St. Paul to Bismarck, a distance of 
four hundred and sixty-nine miles, a 
thriving village may be iound, and to a 
man, every inhabitant appears firmly to 
believe that his particular locality is 
destined to become'the metropolis of the 
northwest. 


AT BISMARCK. 


As 6 p. m. we arrived at Bismarck, not 


especially fatigued, for the ride from 
Fargo had been made in an elegant ob- 
seivatiou car, fitted with 
exceedingly 


comfortable revolving chairs, yet a change 
of quarters to the Sheridan house is a lux- 
ury. The house is the largest building 
in Dakota'Territory, (and I tkink as large 
as any in Portland,) and is really a first 
class hotel. 


I was surprised, and most agreeably so, 


with Bismarck; the location of the town 
is a fine one, there being enough ofprai 
rie , bottom land, bluffs and river to make 
a delightful combination of scenery. The 
city—it is said to have a population of 
nearly three thousand—has some fine bus- 
iness blocks and residences, while its 
churches and schools would be an honor 
to any old eastern city; it also rejoices in 
a nation-il bank, several wholesale stores, 
trotting park, and a daily paper, the TKI 
BUNE, which I think nas no peer or equal 
west of St. Paul. Occasionally upon the 
street I would meet a typical frontiers- 
man, with slouched "hat, top boots, car- 
tridge belt well filled with cartridges 
around his waist, an army revolver upon 
each hip, or a noble red man developed 
in a ragged blanket, which he would 
gladly exchange for "firewater,'1 and yet 
everybody seemed 


GOOD NATL'KED AND ORDERLY. 


I did not see a drunken man, or know 


of the slightest disturbance of the peace 
during the three days I remained in the 
city. Through the courtesy of Colonel 
Lounsberry, editoi Gt the TRIBUNE, we 
were furnished with a spanking team of 
buys and an easy carriage, and so reached 
many points of interest and beauty. From 
the top of the bluff east of the city, we 
obtained a magnificent view of the Mis- 
souri river, Fort Abraham Lincoln, the 
buttes of the Bad Lands, and the rich 
prairies to the north and east. A 
few 


thousand, and even perhaps a few hun- 
dred dollars invested in land near there 
would, I believe, in five years, pay two 
hundred per cent, on the investment, fer 
the new railroads which are being con- 
structed, the vast traffic of the Missouri 
river,added to its agricultural advantages 
must of necessity make Bismarck a large 
and wealthy city. 


Anyone having $5,000 to invest in land 


canno* do better than to write Col. Louns- 
berry, for he can put them on the track of 
a fortune. 


BOUND FOR GLENDIVE. 


Thursday morning we left Bismarck tor 


Gleuilive, the present terminus of the 
North Pacific railroad,traius having cojn- 
inenced to run to that point four days be- 
fore. One mile west of Bismarck and 
the train is taken upon a monster transfer 
boat across and up the Missouri river two 
miles; the river here is very wide and the 
current swift; in color the water looks 
like liquid clay, and is so thick that you 
have to bite oil' a drink when you want 
one. 


Two miles c»froni the river, and the 


brakeman shouts Mandaa. This is a vil- 


lagc of sev« -al hundred. inhabitants, and 
quite pleasantly situated, baring the Hart 
river in front, and bold bluffs to the rear; 
it prestnted the true western appearance 
of a go-aheal-ativen«ss married to grit, 
with hurry ;md incompleteness for child- 
ren. I notice three sigas, on as many 
buildings, w hich have stared at me from 
every villas ; passed, viz: "Boston One 
Prico Clothing House." "Land Office," 
"Wholesale Liquor Store." 
A.S for the 


sign "Haloon," I haye seen so many of 
them along the last three hundred miles 
that it seemi like ono continual sign of 
that length. 


The Dakota division of the road ex- 


tends from 5 t. Paul to Bismarck, a dis- 
tance of 469 miles; the Yellowstone di- 
vision fromi 
Bismarck 
westward 340 


miles, then the Rocky Mountain, and 
other divisit ns theough to the Pacific 
coast. Whei completed, the total length 
of the road vill be about 1,800 ratios, 
and will rank as one of the greatest 
achievements of the ceu itry at large. As 
I have already said, trains are now run- 
ning regularly from Bismarck to Glen- 
dive, 216 miles, and by time the snow 
flies, will be running to Miles City, and 
probably in {wo years or less, to the Pa- 
cific. 
I 


Two thousand men, and 1,600 mules 


and horses are new at Work o* the Yel- 
lowstone division ; the average cost per 
mile for building this division is about 
$12,500. 


THE BISMARCK BRIDGE. 


The bridge across the Missouri at Bis- 


marck which is to be completed another 
spring, will cost a round million, while 
the cast of constructing the Rocky Moun- 
tain division is estimated at f 17,000 per 
mile. This will unquestionably be the 
favorite route to the Pacific coast, as it 
traverses a country unsurpassed for fer- 
tility and grand and 
beautiful scenery. 


A branch road will be constructed from 
the North Pacific to tJjie famed National 
Park, which is destined to become the 
most famous pleasure ground of the 
world, for no spot on earth presents so 
.many strange and beautiful attractions. 


No American, with the spans of the 


spirit of Bunker Hill iji his soul, will ever 


! make a pleasure trip tc( Europe until be 
has paUed over the Noith Pacific, and 
looked! upon the wonders of the park.

was greatly surprised to learn that woik 
was continued on the Yellowstone di- 
vision every ttay but two last winter, and 
that March 1st, the giound was so free of 
frost that scrapers could be used. I won- 
der if a. party of Transcript readers can- 
not be imade up lor a pleasure trip to the 
National Park next June?

The local land office is instructed to de- 


liver to each applicant for land under the 
homestead, pre-emption or timber culture 
acts, and before an entry or filling is per- 
mitted, a copy of this circular especially 
calling his or her attention to the require- 
ments of the law under which the appli- 
cation is made, and to that portion of the 
circular relating to second entries. After 
an entry has once been made, if the same 
was legal anJ the land was subject to en- 
try at the time, the party has exhausted 
his rii£ht under that law, and cannot 
abandon or relinquish the same and make 
a second entry. Therefoie, if it has here- 
tofore beea yoiu (register and receiver) 
practice, after an entry or declaratory 
statement has been permitted, to allow 
the party making the same to relinquish 
the tract and substitute other lands there- 
for, at any time prior to the expiration of 
the month during which the entry or fil- 
ing was made, you are informed that such 
. practice must not be continued, except in 
<jase of clear illegality or mistake. Aparty 
theuld not be allowed to hold a tract, 
even for a limited number of days, by a 
•Dnditionaly or partly perfected entry. 
All applicants must stand upon equal foot- 
ing, w'th equal rights and privileges to 
•nter public lands. 
, 


THE HOMESTAED LAW. 


The maximum entry under this law is 


a quarter section or 160 acres. 
The land 


oflBce fees and commissions are as follows: 


$18 for 160 acres ot double minimum 


land. 


$9 for 80 acrei of double minimum 


land. 


$7 for 4« acres of double minimum 


land. 


All the lands surveyed in this district 


are double minimum, $2.50 per acre. 


The applicant is required to establish 


mis or her actual residence in a house upon 
the land within six months from date" of 
«ntry, and must reside upon the land con- 
tinuously. 
If the {applicant is a single 


person, the actual residence upon the land 
must be the same, nnd this must he con- 
tinuous during the period of tim« re- 
quired by law, viz.: 
Five years, unless 


the settler is entitled to credit for military 
service during the war of the rebellion. A 
Union soldier in that war is entitled to 
deduct from the five years residence the 
time he was in service, not to exceed four 
years. 
In ether words, each soldier or 


soldier's widow must reside upon the land 
at least one year before he or she can 
make final proof and obtain a patent. 


In case of the death of the soldier, his 


widow, if unmarried, will be entitled to 
all the privileges of the soldier. In case 
of the death or marriage of the widow, 
the minor children of the soldier, by a 
guardian duly appointed and officially ac- 
credited at the department of the interior, 
may be entitled to all the privileges to 
which the father would have been en- 
titled. 
In such cases, however, neither 


the guardian nor the minor children are 
required to reside upon the land entered 
but the same must be cultivated and im 
proved for the period of time during 
which the father would have been re 
quired to reside upon the tract. 
Soldiers 


may, upon the payment of a land office 
fee of $2 file a soldier's declaratory state 
ment upon a tract of land, and thereby 
obtain a preference right to enter said 
tiact at any time for a period of six 
months, but before the expiration of six 
months the entry must be made in du< 
form, or said preference light to ente 
will be lost. 
The declaratory statemen 


may be filed by an attorney in fact. Afte 
entry the settler must reside upon, im 
prove and cultivate his land, and in al 
respects show his good faith. 
An occa 


sional visit to the land every few week, 
or months, and the occupation of thesam 
by a tenant, and the improvement of the 
tract, is not a compliance with the law, 
and the entry is subject to cancellation, 
la all cases the actual home and residence 
of the claimant must be upon the tract 
entered. An occasional necessary absence 
for a few days, or even weeks, will not 
subject the claim to forfeiture, if the set- 
tler show his or her good faith in all 
respects. 


Under the homestead law the applicant 


must appear in person at the local laud 
office, present his application and take 
the required oath. The fiual affidavit and 
proof, however, may be made before the 
judge, or in his,absence, before the clerk 
of any court of record of the county and 
state, or district and territory, in whi> 
the land is situated; and if said land 
situated in any unorganized county, su 
proof may be made in a similar mania, 
in any adjacent county in said state or 
territory. This proof must be transmitted 
by the judge or the clerk of his court to 
the register and receiver, together with 
the same fees that said officers would 
have been entitled to Lad the testimony 
been reduced to writing by them. 


In case an applicant whose family or 


some member of thereof is residing upon 
the land which he desires to enter, and 
upon which a bona fide improvement and 
settlement have been made, is prevented, 
by reason of distance, bodily infirmity, or 
other good cause, from personal attend- 
ance at the distiict land office, it may be 
lawful for him to make the affidavit re- 
quired by law before the clerk of the couit 
for the county in which the applicant is 
an actual resident, and to transmit the 
same, with the fee and commissions, to 
the registei and receiver. 
In such cases 


the affidavit must state that the party, or 
srraie member of his family, is residing 
upon the land, and that a bona tide settle- 
ment and improvement has been made 
thereon; it must also state the cause of 
the inability of the applicant to appear at 
the local land office. 
In such cases the 


applicant should understand that the clerk 
of the court is, in no sense, an officer of 
the land department. 
The applicant at- 


tains no rights whatever until the appli- 
cation is presented at the local land office 
accompanied by the affidavit and the fees 
and commissions. 


A homestead settler may, after an actual 


residence of six months and cultivation 
and improvement of the land, make proof 
and payment for the same, and this action 
will not affect his rights as a pre-empter 
except thpt he cannot move from said 
tract and settle upon other public land in 
the same state or territory, and claim the 
same under the pre-emption law. 


THE PRE-EMPTION liAW. 


A claimant under this law for land" in 


district must file his declaratory state 
ment within three months from date o 
settlement. If the land is not survyed a 
date of settlement, the declaratory state 
ment must be filed within three month 
from date of filing the township plat in 
the Ipcal land office. 
A failure to file a 


declaratory statement will render tke 


and subject to the claim of an adverse sel- 
ler who does thus file the notice of inten- 
ion required by law to claim the land.
